Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17, 19-33 and 35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Eliashberg et 
al. do not teach a virtual stress oven for stress testing a plurality of modules that 
includes two or more logical groups of modules loaded into the stress oven, two or more 
test equipments, a controller connected to the test equipments, an optical noise source, 
a coupler coupling the test signal and the optical noise signal to generate a noise 
loaded signal, a variable optical attenuator coupled between the noise source and the 
coupler having a control input from the controller, which receives results of the active 
test and adjusts an optical signal-to-noise ratio of the noise-loaded signal by controlling 
the attenuator and where the noise loaded signal is supplied to the logical group of 
modules, as shown in claims 1 and 20.
